LONDON, July 19.—A meeting calling itself 
the Revolutionary Congress was held in Lon- 
don last night. Delegates from various parts 
of Europe and America, representing the 
extreme Democratic party: identified with 
Herr. Most, the imprisoned Socialist, were 
present. About seven thousand attended, 
mostly workmen. Red flags were displayed. 
Mrs. L. Lecompte, an American lady dele- 
vate, described the disappointments of small 
farmers going West, depending on the illu- 
sory promises of emigrant agents, and how 
vreat capitalists in possession of railways 
oppress laborers and raise the price of food 
in the seaboard States. Louise Michel, the 
aimnestied French Communist, then spoke, 
and male delegates from America, Switzer- 
land, Italy and Germany followed. Prince 
Krapctkine, the Russian Socialist, applauded 
the assassination of several Russian Gen- 
erals. Ittranspired during the proceedings 
that the Socialistic Congress, prohibited at 
Zurich, is sitting secretly in London.

Werting’s Opera House Entirely 
Destroyed. ' 


Ravages of the Fire Fiend Reported by 
Telegraph Toe-Day. 


- Opera House Burned. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. ‘ 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., July "19.—The mest de- 
structive fire that has ever visited this city is 
now raging here. Almost the entire 
square which was the site of the famous 
Werting Opera House has been burned. The 
fire is not yet spent, although it is hoped that 
the firemen haveit so fairly under control 
that they can prevent afurtherspread. The 
opera house isin ruins. Telegraphic com- 
munication is almost entirely cut off for the 
present. 

LOSS ONE MILLION. 

NEW YORK, July 19.—Nearly the whole 
square,including the Werting Opera House 
at Syracuse, has been destroyed by fire, 
which 1s still burning. Some estimates make 
the loss $1,000,000. 

THE LOSERS. 

SYRACUSE, July 19.—Werting Opera|House 
building in-the centre of the city, containing 
one of the handsomest opera houses in the 
State, burned early this morning. It was 
wholly destroyed within two hours. It was 
the most disastrous fire in Syracuse for thirty 
vears. The estimated loss is upwards of 
$500,000. Fully fifty tenants occupied the 
block and are losers to considerable amounts. 
The block was four stories, covering half an 
acre, valued at $200,000,insured for $85,090, 
The other principal losers 
as follows: Rosenbloom  Bros., shoe 
@ealers, loss $30,000, insurance $22,000; 
G. W.Ingalls & Co., shoe dealers, loss $35, 
000, insurance $20,000; Everson, Frisselle & 
Co., hardware, loss $50,000, insured $40,000; 
Giles Everson, blank books, loss $10,000, no 
insurance; S. P. Pierce & Co., crockery, 
damaged by water and fire $10,000, insurance 
covers Joss; C. H. Shattuck, saloon,jloss #,- 
000,insurance $3,000; Chas. J. Powers, drugs, 
loss $18,000, insurance $8,500; E. B. Crofut 
& Co.. seeds and agricultural implements, 
loss $8,000, insurance $6,000; Warner & Co., 
and many other offices but slightly insured. 
The New York State Banking Company saved 
money and papers. 

Half a dozen persons were more or less in- 
jured by the falling walls and debris. Itis 
feared one or two perished in the burned 
buildings. This is the third time in twenty- 
five years the buildings on this site have 
burned.

TRUNK LINE TROUBLES. 


Effects on Ratlroad Stocks and How the 
Market is Manipulated. . 


NEW YORK, July 19.—Commissioner Fink 
says there will be no meeting of the Trunk 
Line Presidents to-day, and none has been 
called to his knowledge for anvtime. He al- 
<0 says no Oflicial notice of the reduction of 
rates is contemplated, and denies that meas- 
ures looking to a restoration are being taken. 

The Post’s financial says: There has been 
a strong buying of Trunk Line stocks. The 
weak. points in the market were found to be 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, Denver and Rio 
Grande and Jersey Central. The first named 
was made an easy prey for the bears by the 
liquidation of the bull account 
in stock and its distribution. The 
price opened at 115 advance to 
115%, and then-.took a sudden plungetoll0*%s. 
Denver and Rio Grande fell from 1054 to 100 


for no other reason than that a prominent 
member of the St. Paul pool is a heavy holder 
in this stock. Jersey Central from 9%) to 
93%. From these prices there was a rally of 
$% in .8St. Pau, 334 in Denver 
and Rio Grande, and 8 Br in 
Jersey Central. Trunk Line-stocks have been 
thrown over frecly by the general public, put 
have been taken by some one so readily that 
prices have declined but little,which has been 
the experience of the last few days, and on 
which rests the belief which is growing strong- 
er daily that the buyers are 
those who have control over 
the Trunk Line railroad affairs. Gould 
stocks have amp been sustained,and it has 
been comparative y light work to those who 
are the chief holders. The market, aside 
from frightened holders who have been 
loading, do not appear anxious to'put them- 
selves in a position where the controller of 
these stocks ean consider them fair game while 
the stock marketis yet in a very. feverish 
condition. The point ofinterest now is when 
it will suit Vanderbilt to use his influence to 
stop the Trunk Line war. There is nothing 
in the general condition of trade industries 
or crops of the country whieh bodes disaster 
or which is discouraging, and the specula- 
tive situation in Wall street is more depend- 
ent on Vanderbilt than on any thing else.

LONDON’S FIRE BRIGADE. 


The Ridiculous Fire Fighters of the 
World’s Metropolis— Brivish Conceit. 
London Letter to tbe Chicazo Times. 


I closed my last letter just asa smal! clec- 
tric gong announced ab alarm of tire or, as 
Ilotson termed it,acall. Knowing the per- 
fection attaine:| by the fire-alarm teleyrapa 
corps at bome I was somewhat curicus to see 
the meuns ps a by the Enylisliimen ia 
receiving an alarm. Accordingly I mude my 
way to an adjoining room, where I found a 
smalleroup of men surrounding an instru- 
mentinacorner. Here lL suw tive plates of 
brass arranged in a circle and +o placed that 
each could be touched by a brass arm orindi- 
eator pivoted in the center of the circle and 
moving like the minute hand of aclock. Tae 
small) gorge ringing the alarm was just over 
the circle, and was still ringing when I en- 
teredthe roow. One of the firemen was 
moving the alarm around the circle, touching 
each plate inturn. Finally he touched one 
that “cut out” the electric current of the 
bell, Which thereupon became silent. Re- 
ferring to the name engraved tpon the plate 
he shouted “Lambeth Bridge!” and the small 
knot of men that had guthered about him 
during the examination of the dial suddenly 
dispersed. Followingthem into the outer 
room where the steamers are located, and 
seeing that they were preparing to get out, I 
took out my watch and thought, as a matter 
of curiosity, 1 would time them. 

A group of men was over on one side of the 
apartment where there were a number of 
uniforms and brass helmets hanging upon 
pegs, and a dozen orimore pairs of boots 
on the fioor. While these men were engaged 
in making achange of clothing preparatory 
to starting for the fire, acouple of firemen 
brought in a basket of shavings and kindlimgs, 
and proceeded to stuff them into the fire-box 
of one of the steamers, Hotsonand a com- 
panion trotted in the horses and bitched 
themto the apparatus, the men who had 

been dressing mounted to their places, some- 
one leaned under the boiler and touched a 
match to the kindlings, the doors were open- 
ed and away they went ata brisk trot, just 
eleven minutes after the alarm was sounded. 
As they disappeared around the corner, Hot- 
son, who had watched them as they pulled 
out, turned to me and said: 

“Rawther lively work that, eh’*’ 

“Marvelous?’’? I responded. Aud it was. I 
never saw anything like it before. 

At this juncture, Capt. Shaw’s son appear- 
ed and ordered his father’s **van,’”’ or what I 
supposed corresponded to our marshals’ tire 
buggies, explaining to me that the fire was so 
large that it demanded the presence of the 
chief. Three or four minutes later a wagon, 
about the length of,and somewhat wider 
than the vehicle used by the West Side fire 
patrol, containing two wide seats in front, 
upon Which were seated four firemen, was 
driven up to the door, and word was sentina 
tothe captain announcing that the van was 
ready. | 

While awaiting bis coming the men dis- 
cussed the shortest route to the fire, which 
was in Lambeth, a manufacturing district in 
the southwestern portion ef the metropolis. 
The subject was still under discussion when 
the captain made his appearance. As he Was 
about to step into the van, he turned to me 
and asked if I would accompany him, an in- 
vitation which I thankfully accepted. 

The Captain wore the regulation uniform— 
dark, close-fitting tunic, beit. knee-boots,and 

‘helmet—the latter and the buckle of his belt 
being silvered to denote his rank, the helmets 
of the ordinary firemen being of brass. As 
he sat down beside me and gave the word 
“go” to the driver or ‘“coachy,” as he is 
termed here, he took from his pocket a pair 
of vellow kid gloves and carefully and leisure- 
ly drew them on. I beganto think that we 
were on our way to areception, and took a 
second look at the captain to see if he were 
notin fullevening dress. Finding that he 
was really in uniform, and having my atten- 
tion called to dense masses of brownish-white

1 ventured to suggest that larger 
steamers would be more powerful, throw 
more water and do better execution generally, 
and that such a change would improve the 
cffectivencss of the brigade. 

“Cawnt prove it. It’s the first in the world 
now. Itdon’t need no improyin’, it don’t.” 

‘*‘Were you ever in Chicago?”’ 

‘‘Shecawgo? W’ere’s that’? 

‘*In the United States. Now if——’’ 

‘‘Oh, Isee. You’re from the place w’ere 
they throws the firemen down stairs, and 
shoots the bapparawtus hout of a cannon to 
afire. We’ve ’eard of that place before, but 
we cawnt do anything like that ’ere, you 
know. Wedon’t know enuf ’ere, we don’t. 
We ain’t’ighly enuf heddicated, we ain’t. 
We don’t shoot no apparawtuses houtof a 
cannon, We don’t.”” And with aloud guffaw 
at the imperceptible joke in his remark, he 
turned away and began polishing up the ma- 
chinery. 

Concluding that any effort to enlighten him in 
fire matters would be worse than useless, I 
went back to my former post of observation 
in front ofthe fire. Here I found that dur- 
ing the time I had been — four or five 
more streams had been brought into service, 
but without any appreciable effect on the 
fire, which burned as fiercely as ever. The 
one great point of which the English firethen 
lose sightentirely is the all-important one of 
attacking a fire in itsincipiency. A half- 
dozen chemical engines like those in the Chi- 
cago department scattered about London and 
furnished with any of our time-saving appli- 
ances—such as the Barrett ‘*joker,’’ the self- 
opening stable doors and the like—would be 
almost as much protection to the city as the 
entire force at present. 

The idea expressed bythe engineer when 
he said that the department could not be im- 
proved is just What prevents its becoming the 
tirst in the world. It certainly has a fine body 
of men so far as physical development is con- 
cerned; but, While able men go far to make a 
system athe pa there mustalso be promptness 
and rapidity in responding toan alarm in 
order to be a complete success. London,with 
its 5,000,000 inhabitants and 200 square miles 
of area, spends annually for the maintenance 
of its fire brigade £80,000, or about $400,000. 
Chicago, with its 600,000 inhabitants and an 
area of 40 square miles,annuallyv appropriates 
over $500,000 foi the fire department.

Women in England. 
From the New York Tribune. 


A significant movement is going on in Eng- 
land to promote the emigration of young wo- 
men whose chances for happy and useful 
lives at home are small. The excess of the 
female population, onan average of decen- 
nial censuses, bas been computed at halfa 
million, and a large proportion of this excess 
would be welcomed inthe English colonies. 
The Echo points out that the chief obstacle to 
such a deportation exists in the disinelina- 
tion of English women to emigrate. Their 
home ties arestronger than those of men, 
they are not so animated by the spiri« of ad- 
venture, and they do not so easily yield 
to the inspiration of new fortunes and new 
surroundings. The Echo adds: “This is a 
circumstance, however, which tells in two 
ways—it may prevent the best development 
of colonial life ahd civilization, and it may 
leave at home the elements of a pauperized 
community. It is, therefore. a good doc- 
trine to teach, that there exist within the 
realm of England, €egions wide and fertile in 
which the social balance may be redressed, 
and where independence may be substituted 
for pauperism. Thereis, of course, a sweet 
wsthetic sentimentin Lady Dufferin’s song, 
supposed to be sung froma stile by an in- 
tending emigrant, but upon the whole, even 
the most romantic of bome-lovers might do 
better to prefer independence in a colony to 
pauperism at home—supposing the word 
workhouse’ to mean ‘home’ at all.”

_ SINKING THE ALABAMA. 


How the Kearsarge Destroyed the Great 
Confederate Cruiser... 
Prom the Philadelphia Weekly Times. 


The Kearsarge steamedawayto seaward 
until about nine or ten miles from the break- 
water, when she veered and headed direct 
forthe Alabama. That stopped the chaff the 
boys had been passing around about her hav- 
ingiweakened and turned tail, and each one 
seemed to realize at last that this was to be 
no child’s play. By this time about three 
‘miles intervened between the bellicerents, 
which was rapidly being decreased. When 
within about a mile and a quarter from the 
Kearsarge the Alabama veered, presenting 
her starboard broadside, an opene 
bail by firing her 110- 

rifled pivot at an eleva- 
2,000 vards’ range, followed 
almost simultaneously by a whole broadside. 
The guns were worked and served with the 
utmost rapidity, and in a few minutes anoth- 
er broadside was poured in, whenthe Kear- 
sarge, being by this time about 800 yards dis- 
tant, presented her starboard battery, and the 
firing became general. The spirit of carnage 
had eon to animate the crew, and the de- 
sire to be upper dog in the fight stirred each 
man to emulation. A few broadsides passed, 
when the Kearsarge,under full head of steam, 
forged ahead, steering so as to pass the Ala- 
bama’s stern and rake herforeand aft, and 
also get between her and the shore. This 
maneuver was checkmated by a port 
helm, causing both vessels to move in a circle, 
revolving around acommon center distant 
from each other about fiveor six hundred 
vards. The firing, meantime, continued with 
unabated vigor. The steady directness of 
the tire from the Kearsarge now began to be 
felt. The 11-inch shells poured into the iil- 
fated Alabama with sickening regularity and 
precision, dealing ¢eath and destruction on 
every hand. Guns were dismounted and 
their crews decimated by a single. shot. 
Earlv in the action a sbell struck the blade of 
the fan, breaking it short off, and injuring the 
rudder. Another landed in the engine-room 
and tore things all to pieces, damaging the 
macbinery, makinga holeinthe boiler and 
flooding the stoke-hole with boiling water. 

On deck the prospect was no more cheer- 
ing. Men dropped dead, cut in twain by shot 
or shell, while the groans of the wounded, 
struck by the crashing and flying splinters, 
mingled with the muttered curses of the 


r seamen and the hoarse orders of cunners and 


officers. At 12:50 Mr. Kell had jib and fore- 
topsails hoisted and attempted to stand in 
toward shore, distant by this time about five 
miles. This was prevented by her opponent 
ranging up and pouring in araking fire of 
shot and shell. Word was passed aft al- 
most immediately that the vessel was sink- 
ing, Whereupona flag of truce was suspended 
from the quarterand Second Officer Sinclair 
sent in a boat to surrender the vessel. 

During his absence the whale boat, dingey 
and three cutters were launched and prepa- 
rations madeto desert the doomed vessel. 
Before they could be perfectcd, however,she 
settled by the stern, ber head rising high out 
of the water. The mainmast, which had been 
already badly shattered by the firing, went py 
the board, anda few seconds sufticed to in- 
gulf the shattered hulk of the late scourge of 
the seas. Struggling in the vortex were 
many of her crew, and the efforts of Sinclair 
who had received permission from Capt, 
Winslow to return and rescue the survivors,,. 
were soon ably seconded by the boats of the 
Deerhound,two cutters from the Kearsarge 
and two French pilot boats which 
were near the spot. The whale 
hoat and dingey of the Alabama, 
with the boats of the Deerhound well freight- 
ed, made quickly for the yacht, which im- 
mediately steamed to the northwest, bearing 
safely awayfrom captivity Captain Semmes 
andamajority of his ‘‘best bowers,’’ while 
the cutters transferred their cargoesto the 
Kearsarge. Onepilot boat turned over those 
she bad rescued tothe same sheltering care 
while the other one stood in for shore, an 
aided in the escape of those who were lucky 
enough to get on board of her. . 

The Keaisarge picked up and had trans- 
ferred to her decks a total of five officers, 
sixty-three men and one dead body. Semmes, 
on board of the Deerhound, reached South- 
hampton with thirteen of his officers, and 
near thirty of his crew and petty officers. 
The pilot boat landed . quite a number, and 
_ killed and drowned were never accounted 
or. 


How Japanese Fans are Made. 
from Public Opinion. 


As in many other branches of industry, the 
principle of division of labor is carried out in 
the fan-making trade. The bambo ribs are 
made in Osaka and Kioto by private individ- 
uals in their own houses, and combinations of 
the various notches cut in the lower part are 
left to one of the finishing workmen, who 
forms the various patterns of the handle ac- 
cording to plans prepared by the designer. 
In like manner the designer gives out to the 
engravers the patterns which his experience 
teaches him wiil be most likely to be salable 
during the entire season; and when the dif- 
ferent blocks have been cut it still rests with 
him to say what colors are to be used for the 
two sides of each fan. In fact, this official 
holds, if not the best paid, at anv rate the 
most important osition on the 
staff in ordinary. When _ the printed 
sheets which are to form the two sides of the 
fans have been handed over to the workman, 
together with the sets of bamboo slips which 
are to form the ribs, his first business is to 
fold the two sheets of which the fan is to be’ 
composed of that they will retain the crease, 
and this is done by putting them between 
two pieces of paper well saturated with oi! 
and properly creased. The four are then 
folded together and placed under a heavy 
weight. When suflicent time has elapsed 
the sheets are taken out and the jmolds used 
again, the released sheets being packed up 
for at least twenty-four hours in their folds. 
The next process is to take the ribs, which are 
temporarily arranged in order on a wire, and 
‘‘set”? them in their places on one of the 
sheets, after it has been spread out on a block 
and pasted. <A dish of paste then gives the 
woodwork adhesive powers, and that part of 
the process is finished by aftixing the re- 
maining sheet of paper. 

The fan has to be folded up and opened 
three or four times before the folds take the 
proper shape, and by the time the fanis put 
up to dry it has received far more handling 
than any foreign paper could stand; indeed, 
foreign paper has been tried and had to be 
given up as unsuitable for the work, but 
with great care the Osaka fanmakers have 
been able to make some fans with printed 
pictures which have been sent over from 
America, though they were invariably 
obliged to use one face of Japanese 
paper. The qualities of native paper now 
used are not nearly so good as those 
of which tbe. old fans were made, and, 
in consequence the style of manufacture bas 
bad to be changed. Instead of first pasting 
the two faces of the fan together and then 
running.in pointed ribs, the ribs are square, 
and are pasted in their places in the manner 
described alrove. The outside lacquered 
pieces and the fancy work are all done in 
Osaka and Kioto, and some of the designs in 
lacquer on bone are really artistic; but the 
demand for the highly ornamented descrip- 
tion of fansis not suflicient to encourage the 
production of large quantities of first-class 
work. When the insiles are ary the rivet- 
ing of the pieces together, including the outer 
covering, is rapidly done, and a dash of var- 
hish quickly finishes the fan.

A FRENCH MONSTER. 


Trial of a Boy Murderer Who Wanted 
to be Notorious. 
Paris Special to the New York Herald, 17th. 


The Court.of Assizes met yesterday totry 
one of the most horrible and remarkable mur- 
der cases onrecord. The murderer, named 
Lemaitre, isa mere land of tifteen, and the 
victim alittle boy of six, called Schaonen. 
Witbout any other ——— motive thana 
hideously morbid wish to get talked ofin the 
papers Lemaitre one day last February in- 
veigled Schaonen, whom he had never seen 
before, into a bedroom, and there ripped open 
his stomach and cut his throat. He then 
gave himself up to the police. Lemaitre in 
his defence asserted that he committed the 
crime under the influence of an irresistible 
impulse, but the court refused to take his 
statement into consideration and sentenced 
him to twenty years hard labor and ten years’ 
surveillance by the police, the maximum 
punishment for criminals under sixteen. 

On the 25th of February, at 9o’clock in 
the evening, the oflicers in charge of the police 
station in the Rue de Tanger, Paris, were 
startled by the appearance of a young man 
who madethis statement at the desk:—‘*Myv 
name is Felix Lemaitre. I was bornin Paris 
on May 2, 1866. Iam an apprentice. I sur- 
render myself to justice for the murder ofa 
little boy, whom I have killed witha knife at 
the Hotel de Doubs.’? Improbable as this 
seemed, M. de Teule, the commissary, gave 
orders for the detention of Lemaitre, and 
went in erson to see if there was 
any trut in what he said. 
In room No. 42 of the Hotel de Doubs 
he found that an abominable murder had 
been committed. On abed lay the naked 
body ofachild, gagged and bound. The 
throat was cut, the body ripped open. The 
coverlet of vellow wool was clotted with 
blood. On the bolster were marks of the as- 
sassin’s fingers, which had been carefully 
wiped. Onthe ground was a knife. The 
conimissary searched the child’s clothes and 
found in tirem a school copy book marked in 
the corner with a name, ‘‘Jean Schoenen,No. 
17 Rue Caille.”’ M. de Teule ordered the boy’s 
body taken to the Morgue. His parents 
learned of the murder through the shouts of 
an excited mob. They were poor ragpickers, 
and Jean was their only child. At the police 
station Lemaitre, who in appearance is sal- 
low, thin and somewhat tall for his age,made 
a full confession of his crime. “On the 15th 
of this month,’’ he said, ‘*‘I stole £200 from 
my employer, M. Siraut, of the Rue d’Abou- 
kir. I spent the money st the _ theater 
and in pleasure excursions. Yesterday, find- 
ing myself penniless,I ‘saw everything in red’ 
(j’aivu touten rouge), and suddenly the 
thought of killing a child came to me. Ckance 
brought in my way the poor little boy whom 
I killed. Finding him in the street, I showed 
him a steel chain and promised that he should 
have itif he would follow me. When he was 
in my room I tied his hands behind his back, 
as thoughin sport. ThenI undressed him 
and twice plunged mv knife into bis body. To 
stop his cries I cut his tongue and then his 
throat. Icannot explain what led me to com- 
mit the deed. I had read many novels, and 
in one of them remember sucha scene as I 
put into execution.’”? The statement was 
made with perfect coolness. When the crowd 
began to clamor outside the prison, Lemaitre 
seemed to be elated. ‘‘After all,’ said he, 
‘the guillotine has been abolished, and even 
if it were not, | amtoo young for the scaf- 
fold.’’ 

A Nice Murderer. 
From the New York Post. 

Arthur Lefroy, accused of murdering Mr. 
Gold on the Brighton, Ic:ngland, Railway re- 
cently, belongs to a good family, and his 
friends are deeply grieved at the manner in 
which bis name has been brought into noto- 
riety, and express the belief that he is insane. 
A sister of Lefroy’s says that her bruther’s 
conduct for some time past has been very 
strange. Witb respect to his age, he was but 
twenty-onein February last. He has resided 
from his infancy with his cousins, the Clay- 
tons, and on account of his delicate health 
was only sent to school for a short time, a 
private tutor being afterward called in to 
educate him. He always exhibited an apti- 
tude for reading and study, ana his own de$ 
sire was to adopt the _ legal profession, 
all hjs spare money being invested in books of 
law and histimein theirstudy. About three 
years ago his relatives induced his trustee to 
advance him his smail inheritance of between 
two and three hundred pounds, and with this 
gave him a complete outfit and sent him to 
Australia. He, however, only remained there 
about one year, returning two years ago to 
live with the Claytons. His father died just 
after his return. His father was a staff com- 
mander in the navy, and was for many years 
a magistrate in one of the colonies, retiring 
from the the service on a captain’s pension. 
Lefroy’s disposition was very variable, at 
times morose and reticent, and again pleas- 
ant and communicative, He has for years 
past dabbied in literary work, and. has’ been 
the author of many rejected poetical efforts. 
It is well known that. his father at his death 
suffered from softening of the brain,and that 
his grandfather was insane.

A MINERS’ PRIZE FIGHT. 


Every-Day Life Among the Pennsylva- 
nia Coal Hills. 
Pix mouth Cor. New York Times. 


When the train stopped at Avondale, onthe 
Lackawanna and Bloomsburg Road this morn- 
ing. the attention of the passengers ‘was at- 


sons, mostly miners and slate pickers, were 
assembled on acommon close toa mountam 
heap of eulm, indulging in rude expressions 
of delight. At first the passengers thought a 
strike or a riot was in progress, but the real 
eause of the hubbub was quickly ascertained 
as two men, almost naked, advanced from ap- 
posite sides into a wide space in the midst of 
the mob. and struck out ferociously at each 
other. It was one of those miners’ prize 
fights so common in the isolated portions of 
the coal region, and vet it could scarcely be 
called @ prize fight, since there was no prize 
at stake. 

While MecParlan was playing detective 
airong the Schuykill Mollie Macuires he was 
frequently compelled to vindicate his *‘hon- 
or’’ in this way with some persons who sus- 
pected him of beingaspy. It was lucky for 
the detective that be was a nimble boxer and 
invariably overcome his assailant,.which act, 
in the mings of the Mollies, was of itself suf- 
ticient to establish his character, not only as 
a hero but as a “‘square man” in every way. 
The fight at Avondale had reached its for- 
tieth round when our train stopped there, 
and one of the combatants was scarcely able 
to stand up so as to be knocked down by his 
antagonist. “‘Take him away,’’ shouted sev- 
erad voices, as the vanquished miner col- 


round. ‘The divil 0’ that he’lllave,’”* said a 
lusty supporter of the ‘“tunder man,” ‘‘until 
he has satisfaction.’’ , 

“If it’s any satisfaction for youto see him 
killed,” cried a grimy-faced little fellow who 
looked like an imp in the blackness of the 
coal-dust, ‘‘it’s that sure he’ll be before long 
for hehas more meghrumsin his head now 
than he can get out in a week.” 

‘*Mind your own busines, Danny,’’ said the 
first speaker; “Jimmy is goin’ to fight id out 
on this line avit takes till next summer, as 
(iineral Grant sed.” 

Just then a pale, haggard little woman 
dashed through the crowd, greatly agitated, 
and on gaining the open space within she 
rushed up to the gladiator, who was waiting 
calmly for his victim, and struck him say- 
agely in the breast, exclaiming, ‘*Me curse 
on you, Mick; is it how you want to kill my 
Jimmie! Get away wid you now.”’ Then 
turning to the prostrate man she cried, in a: 
voice of tenderness: ‘*Ah, Jimmie, Jimmie, 
What’s come over you, fightin’ away like this, 
an’ your little Allie dead!’ 

The stupid pugilist brightened a minute 
and answered: ‘‘Is ithow you said Allie was 
dead, Nancy?’ 

**Yes, yes,”? and she clasped her hands with 
a mournful wail. ‘*Dead she is, Jimmie, and 
you never came near bome last night, but 
were drinking your pay in some shebeen 
house. Oh, my curse on the shebeen houses 
—oh, my bitter curse on them this day.’”’ She 
wiped the bleeding, bloated face of her young 
husband as she spoke, and when one of the 
bystanders who had been touched by her 
violentemotion asked, **What did the child 
die of??? the woman responded quickly, 
‘*With the small-pox,sure.’’ The words had 
more power to scatter the mob than if a bat- 
tery of artillery had just assaulted it, and in 
ashort time there were none left but the 
afflicted woman and her husbatid, whom she * 
helped as best she could toward their strick- 
en home. 

Sights like this are common at and about 
Avondale, and a short distance from the vil- 
lage a desperate fight between a miner from 
Avondale and a Nanticoke man was witness- 
ed on the Fourth of July: Avondale is the 
scene of the great disaster of 1869, and it is 
situated on the right bank of the Susque- 
banna as you enter the Wyoming Valley from 
Northumberland. I ascertained that the } 
**shebeen houses’’ to which the 
stricken woman referred to so bitterly are 
the bane of the mining hamlets. They 
sell liquor without a license, and the poison- 
ing compounds in which they deal have a 
maddening effect upon the miners. <A _ false 
sense of honor prevents even the men and 
women who look on the ‘*‘shebeen house”? 
with detestation from reporting it to the au- 
thorities. 

Besides, if any one did report these hell- 
holes he would be looked upon as an inform- 
er, and subjected to petty or perhaps, seri- 
ous persecution amongthe poor class, who 
regard the ‘‘spy’” with a peculiar loathing 
not easy to understand. Now, when the pay 
of the miners and Jaborers is small, these un- 
licensed dramshops are a-double curse, and 
the strict enforcement of the law is sadlv 
needed. The prize-fighting and other brutal 
‘*pastimes” so often witnessed in the out-of- 
the-way places are directly traceable to the 
effect of the vile intoxicants by which the 
brains of the working classes are crazed. 


Soda Water Flavors. 
From the New York Tribune. 

The reported poisouing of a pieni¢c party by 
that beverage known as pienic or Sunday 
school lemonade, hitherto supposed to be ex- 
tremely barmless, has led to some inquiries 
dhe aoe the c omposition of other so-called 
mild and. harmless summer driaks. Among 
these soda water probably is the most popu- 
lar. The danger of drinking this lies not so 
much in the soda water itself as in the flavor 
which 1s added to give it a pleasant taste. To 
learn What these flavors were composed of a 
Tribune reporter recentiy called ona chemist 
in this city who has made their manufacture 
a study and a specialty. 

‘The reason why natural flavors are not 
employed,” saide the chemist, “is that they 
are not strong enough. Besides, they would 
be very costly. Few of the syrups and ex- 
tracts sold have the remotest relation to the 
extract of the fruit theysham onthat account. 
The sources from which these are drawn are 
numerous. The pine-apple oil of commerce, 
which is used ina great many syrups, extracts 
and perfumes, is the chemical butyric ether, 
obtained from rancid tallow orfat. The flay- 
ors of strawberry, raspberry, orange, apple 
and pear are gained from fusel-oil oer the 
chemical amyle.” An extract of coal-tar 
known as metbyl, and benzoic acid, extracted 
from naphbthalim, are also used. The more 
acid essences, as lemon, lime and gooseberry, 
are gained from oxalic acid.” ‘ 

‘*Are any of these substances injurious to 
the health?” 

“Not necessarily, because they are natur- 
ally present in the fruits they represent. Ox- 
alic acid is found in gooseberries, citric acid 
in lemons, butyric acid in pine-apples and 
tartaric acidin wine. Taken pure in large 
quantities they weuld no doubt be poisonous. 
Forexample, cvanide of potassium can be 
obtained from bitter almonds by a fortunate- 
ly difticult chemical provess, and is the strone- 
est poison known to chemistry. Yet this is 
no reason why the extract of bitter almonds 
as used in some of the French and Italian 
liquors, should not be perfectly harmless, 
Oh, ves, gome of those cohbetaed Itulian and 
French cordials are as much wiulterated by 
artificial flavors as our humble so- 
da-water is. That delicious cor- 
dial Curacao, which smelis so strony of 
oranges, is very often not the pure extract of 
oranges, but owes its: flavor to vile fusel- 
oil. So itis with the Italian Vermouth and 
the German Kirschwasser. The latter is 
frequently nothing but alcobo!l charged with 
the extract of bitter almonds or the ecvanide 


of potassium. The name (cherry water) | 
due to the fact that bitter almonds have Lath 


are supposed to be present in enuine 
Sieeahwasser- It is not very pleasant to think 
that the delicious cordial or liquor one drinks 
fs really a product of the chemical laboratory 
and primarily of street sweepings; but what 
is genuine nowadays?”’

In this 
work shakspeare exhibits c early the wonder- 
fj power of his dramatic art by reconciling 
‘he introduction of the most fascinating 
poctry with the action of characters whose 
Jj-course is replete with buffoonerv;: so that 
when the curtain falls the admiration of the 
jienee is about equally divided between the 
--rious and comic portions of the play. The 
pathetic eloquenee and enchanting craces of 
\iola cannot fail to touch a responsive chord 
in the auditor’s heart, while in the character 
of Malvolio is aptly illustrated the Jamentable 
consequences of extreme personal vanity in 
aperson ofreally natural sound sense. Sir 
Toby Belch is a genuine English humorist of 
the old school, and his butt, Sir Andrew Agcue- 
cheek, is perhaps still more richly comieal, 
(Ways enjoying a joke and never understand- 
incit. Itis needless to predict that Messrs. 
fobson and Crane will extract from the last 
numed characters an unlimited amount of the 
most enjoyable amusement. 

It is considered strange that a play which 
has furnished somany popular quotations as 
has “Twelfth Night’’ isso litthle known by the 
veneral publicand has been so seldom pre- 
sented in our theaters. This is explained by 
the fact that to present it properly and effect- 
ively acompany of rare ability, evenly bal- 
anced and headed by two thoroughly first- 
class comedians, is necessary. As the feading 
exponents of the highest type of legitimate 
comedy, Messrs. Robson andjCrane, by se- 
curing a supporting pompeny of ability, will 
he able to present ‘Twelfth Night” in a man- 
ner which will bring out vividly all of its 
wonderful poctic beauty. 

Among the popular quotations drawn from 
“Twelfth Night,’? and which are as familiar 
is household words, are: 

“she never told her love 

hut let concealmentilike aworm i’ the bud 
Feedton her damask cheek; 

“ye pined in thought, 

tnd, with a green and yellow melancholy, 
“he sat, like Patience on a monument, 
smiling atg@griet. Was notthis love indeed?’ 

These lines occur ina speech by Viola in 
Act Il, seene [V.; avain in a speech by Mal- 
‘clio in act II., scene V., occurs the familiar 
quotation: 

“some are born great; some achieve great- 
nese , 
~ome have greatness thrust upon them.’’ 

A number of years ago, after a somewhat 
phenomenal revival of ‘*Twelfth Night’’ in 
London, an animated discussion arose as to 
the real authorship of the comedy which it 
was claimed had been unearthed 
from a collection of unpublished manuscript 
an(d_aseribed to Shakspeare. After rather 
an acrimonious newspaper war and mumh re- 
search it was foundthatthe primary source 
of the play was one of the novels of Bandelio, 
but that most of the details of the story were 
vathered by Shakspeare from other sources. 
li Was sought to showthatthe play was a 
translation ofan Italian comedy called In- 
vannati, but in the latter there was none of 
the pathos of **Twelfth Night,’’ while in the 
-omie portions the bomeliest and most vul- 
var materials prevailed. It was finally set- 
tied, apparently to the satisfaction of both 
parties tothe dispute, that the story was 
taken from Bandello and that the dialogue 
and comie parts were original with Shaks- 
peare. The play in its original form was 
irst produced in London, February 2, 1601, 
and has been produced there repeatediy since 
that time in a revised form, but without at- 
tracting more than passing attention, except - 
during the revival referred to above whenit 
Was produced with a phenomenal cast, 
In this country it has seldom been presented 
owing, as before stated,to the difliculty of 
cathering together a company with the re- 
\uired personnel. Managers have hesitated. to 
incur the expense and risk of such a venture, 
fearing also that there might be some truth in 
the statement thatthe legitimate was on the 
decline. Robson and Crane’s experience with 
the Comedy of Errors Jas convinced them 
that Shakespearean comedy, if properly pre- 
~nted, willeommand the recognition of the 
hotter class of amusement seekers. It is un- 
derstood that thev will present “Twelfth 
Nicht’ in St. Louis in March next.

This is 
not the testimony upon which the boys were 
convicted, but itis in accordance with the 
confessions and the natural detre 
ofthe crime. Then why is the mother not 
held as an accomplice, and why is it that 
she is not doomed to die ignominiously next 
Friday with her children’ The truth is, the 
execution of these boys will be terrible crime 
and a blot upon the fame ofthe State. They 
are being dragged to the gallows by a mob of 
semi-civilized ruralists who want to see a 
hanging.

LIKE the physicians at the White House, 
Col. CORKHILL, the District Attorney at 
Washington, seems to realize clearly that the 
Nation is restingits glittering eye on him. 
Being charged with the duty of prosecuting 
GUITEAU, the would-be assassin of the Pres- 
ident, he understands the importance of ap- 
pearing wise andsolemn. A negro Voodoo 
priest, in the midst of a special incantation, 
could hardly assume the gravity that CoRK- 
HILL manages to surround himself with 
when he encounters a newspaper correspon- 
dent. As the only man in the City of Wash- 
ington who can visit the distinguished pris- 
oner, CORKHILL is naturally much sought af- 
ter by newspaper men. Ho is very accommo- 
dating. He seems to be on tap all the while, 
like California champagne in some of the bar- 
rooms, only he is never sparkling. He is as 
heavy as musty stock ule but his information 
trickles out in a gratuitous way for the bene- 
fit of allcomers. We are growing quite fam- 
iliar with the name of CORKHILL. One thing 
that seems toimpress him terribly is the 
doubt whether he will be able to destroy 
GUITEAU entirely under the ancient Mary- 
land statutes which encumber the District of 
Columbia. Eight years’ continement is about 
all that the existing laws allot to a man who 
commits an assault withintent to kill, and 
there is no discrimination between Presidents 
and hackmen. But CORKHILL has a novel 
idea. He told a newspaper man the other 
day that he thought he could send GUITEAU 
up for sixteen years by making out a duplex 
ease of assault against him. He is not 
altogether certain, but he thinks that the first 
shot, which ripped upthe President’s coat 
sleeve, can be made one assault, while the 
shot that perforated the liver and lodged in the 
peritoneum can be made another—each calling 
for eight years in the penitentiary. This 
stamps CORKHILL as one of the greatest of 
our criminal lawyers. If he succeeds there 
will be a gigantic revolution in our criminal 
jurisprudence. When murderous assaults 
are committed with knives and victims are 
actually hacked, it will be necessary to have 
a separate indictment for each stroke, and a 
term of imprisonment awarded for each. 
When a murder is committed with a club and 
it can be shown that the murderer struck two 
blows, either of them fatal, it will be in order 
to make two crimes out of it and, on convic- 
tion, there will have to be a deuble execu- 
tion. In other words, the slayer will have to 
be hung twice. Wethink the lawyers of the 
country ought to act in concert and send 
CORKHILL some sort of 2 testimonial. 


UNTIL the actual result of President Gar- 
FIELD’S wound can be determined it will be 
impossible to bring GUITEAU to trial. His 
case will go over until Fall. This will give 
ample opportunity to putinto execution the 
plan proposed by the humane New York 
Graphic. By way of impressing a moral les- 
son it wants GUITEAU taken about the coun- 
try and whipped through the streets of every 
prominent city at a cart’s tail. This refining 
entertainment being over it would return 
him to Washington City and have him drawn 
and quartered.

Details of the Additions and Improve 


ments Contemplated. 2 


The plans.for the contemplated additions 
to the Equitab’e Building, corner of, Sixth 
and Locust streets, have arrived. Mr. E. E. 
Raht, the company’s architect, is still in New 
York, and’ the corporation have not yet de- 
cided when the work will begin. Theesti- 
mates are all in, however, and it is the inten- 
tion to have the new structure under roof be- 
fore the fall is over. 

The plans contemplate on addition of three 
stories in the form of a roof. One of the ob- 
jects is to give shape to the building, “‘to put 
a hat on it,’’ as the architect phrases it. The 
addition will greatly improve its appearance. 
A handsome yet plain grouping of the roof is 
aimed at, so as to give a good perspective and 
sky line. The three stories will be of the 
same height as the old: ones, an air space of 
five feet being left between the old roof and 


the new work. 

The roof will be entirely of iron avd slate, 
the dormers alone being of stone. The slope 
for the first two stories will be at an angle of 
forty-five degrees, the topmost story also 
sloping atthe same incline. On top §the 
roof, which is of the pavilion style, will be in 
the shape ofacross. The Sixth street front 
and the Locust street front will be similar in 
construction, but the former, being shorter, 
will have two dormers less. 

There will be two large light wells or shafts 
running down from the roof all the way 
through the new work. The old elevator will 
be extended allthe way up as soon asthe 
work is contemplated. The stairs in the old 
portion will be extended all the way up, and 
in the shaft or open space around which the 
stairs runs another elevator will be built. 
This space is very large, and as an elevator to 
fill it would be almost as large as a room. a 
change will probably be made and two eleva- 
tors will be built instead of one, thus giving 
the building three elevators. 

Between the ceiling of the eighth or top- 
most story and the roof there will be a vacant 
space or cockloft seven or eight feet in height, 
which will serve for ventilating purposes. 
The top of the building will be of tiles, set in 
concrete, and embedded in asphalt, forming a 
wide promenade. This space will be sur- 
rounded by a handsome ballustrade of iron, 
three feet six inches in height. There 
will be no statuary o0rnamentations. 
The plan of the new _ stories’ wii'l 
be entirely different from the others. 
The rooms in the present building are entire- 
ly too deep, and the object aimed atin the 
new building will beto give smaller rooms 
and more of them. Passages will be con- 
structed in between the rooms, thus giving 
easy access and avoid the oblong shape of the 
rooms. The building will be 156 feet in 
heighth from the pavement to the loftiest 
point of the balustrade around the roof. Mr. 
Kaht, who does all the company’s work, and 
who came out here to superintend this, is at 
present in New York, and he expects an éarly 
decision. ; 

Just as soon as word is received here the 
bids will be opened and work will be begun 
in the quickest time possible. 


Board of Public Improvements. 

A meeting of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments was held in the Water Commissioner’s 
office at10a.m., there beinga full attend- 
ance. 

President Flad reported that he had. on 
recommendation of the Commissioner on 
Workhouse, signed requisitions for} forage 
and garden seeds and his action was approv- 
ed. The report of Board on Streets was 
adopted and the President authorized to-pre- 
sent it to the Mayor..

The petition of C.F.Hermann, ask- 
ing for the grading of Cherokee street, west 
of lowa avenue, also to remove fences, was 
reported with endorsement that the same was 
not yet a duly established highway. The 
Board of Health rescinded its action calling 
for the grading and paving of 
the alley’ in block 1274, the con- 
tract having already been let. 

The plat of Crawford and Franklin sub- 
division was submitted for action. The 
President was instructed to get the written 
opinion of the City Counsellor as to the right 
of the Boird to withhold its; ap- 
proval of plats, aithough the 
same may be in accordance ' with 
the general plan. (Thisis in reference to a 
street which has been dedicated which would 
lav through a quarry, ‘thecost of filling up 
which would rest upon the city.) 3 

The Sewer Commissioner submitted the 
letter of the U. S. Supervising Architect 
accepting the proposition of $11,250 
nominated in the ordinance for 
the survey of sewers for the new Post Office 
and Custom House. He also informed the 
Board of having written to Mayor Ewing in 
regard to the piling of old iron on Mill Creek 
sewer between Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
streets. 

The Park Commissioner requested that the 
President be instructed to inquire of the Col- 
lector as to the rental of the Forest Park Res- 
taurant. 

The Commissioners on Sewers submitted 
forms of permits for connections with the 
Vandeventer avenue sewer. This report was 
approved and the committee was instructed 
to prescribe penalties for violation.

FOOD ADULTERATION. 


A Colossal Joke on Some of Our Inno- 
cent Picnickers. 

A few weeks ago a picnic was held by a 
well known iocal organization which was at- 
tended by many thousand men, women and 
children.

FARM AND HOME. 


Timely Suggestions] to the Bucolic 
Readers of the Post-Dispatch. 

During no season for twenty years has 
there been as large an amount of work to do 
on farms in the month of July as there is at 
present. Ordinarily corn has attained a suffi- 
cient growth to shade the grzund, so as to 
keep down the weeds and grass, and in some 
seasons no cultivation is required after the 
first week in July. This year, however, corn 
isso very backward that cultivation must 
continue during the entire month to insure a 
good crop, and to keep the ground free from 
weeds. Inmost parts of the country the 
corn is so short thatit affords little shade, 
and as a consequence the ground where it is 
planted is likely to become covered with grass 
and weeds, unless the cultivator is kept at 
/ work. Whatistrue of corn is also true of 
potatoes and root crops. In the meantime 
the favorable weather has advanced the grass 
and clover crops so that they require imme- 
diate cutting. In many places the grain 
sown last fall is in condition to harvest at the 
same time with the grass and clover. It is also 
the time for piowing land that is to be seeded 
with Humgarian, millet and buckwheat. The 
weather is exceedingly warm, making it im- 
possible for either men or horses to perform 
the ordinary amount of work without injury 
tothemselves. Itfs generally acknowledged 
that work animals are in poor condition, 
owing to the severity of last winter, while in 
many parts of the country there is little grain 
for feeding purposes. It is evident that.far- 
mers must make a very judicious use of the 
men and horses at their disposal. Unless 
clover and timothy are cut while in blossom 
or shortly afterward their value will be great- 
ivimpaired. A delay of a weekin the cut- 
ting of small grain will resultin the ruin of 
the crops. Thecorn cannot be neglected 
without endangering it. It is so backward 
that it requires the best attention. If its 
growth is retarded by the presence of weeds 
and grass and the lack of broperjjcultivation, 
the prospect is that the grain will not ripen. 
There is now but little corn in the country 
and a good crop is greatly needed. Farmers 
who can employ extra men and horses dur- 
ing this season of hurry should avail them- 
selves of them. 

REVIEWING EXHAUSTED SOIL. 

(yn many farms, especially in a rolling 
country, no sooner isthe sod broken than a 
regular system of working begins,as the 
rains follow; and in gravelly districts the 
summits of the more prominent elevations 
become the customary gravel knolls. All this 
country was originally covered by a deposit 
of soil which has gradually been washea from 
the elevations toa greateror lesser degree 
since the recession of the prehistoric waters 
which covered this great prairie belt. These 
washings necessarily follow the downward 
course of the water and are deposited in the 
lowlands or sags, where over-richness is fol- 
lowed by a rankness of growth prejudicial to 
the cultivation of cereals. 

Again, barns are generally located on south- 
erly slopes,side hills or some such spot, where 
the soil can be kept tolerably well drained, as 
inthis deep soil in barn-yards, where the 
water congregates, great inconvenience is oc- 
casioned by the miring of animals and the 
nasty condition generally of the stock-yard. 
Therefore, in consequence of this drainage, at 
least 50 per cent of the best part of the dryer 
portions of manureis lostfor all practical 
purpgses. This 50 per cent, if incorporated 
witn the dry earth, the washings spoken of, 
together with the liquid manure named, and 
properly applied to the cornfield, would raise 
the standard of cultivation from fortv bush- 
els per acre to one hundred bushels of corn— 
not nubbins! There are few farms where 
this could not be practiced. 
This wash from the stock yards goes some- 
where, Some sag, or slough, or sluggish 
creek, rank with noisome weeds, the outcrop 
of each succeeding year, stimtlated at: the 
owner’s expense by this wanton waste of 
plant food. Here it lies accumulating in rank 
richness until turned into a hog wallow to 
make it a sink bole of filth to the detriment of 
the whole district. ‘Now, suppose we could 
look ahead twenty-five or fifty years when 
the soils are run out, the nickels are getting 
scarce, and the skinny boys are groping 
around with garments of many colors and 
their bands full to men body and soul to- 
gether. The sheriff walks up, takes posses- 
sion, and a new occupant takes hold. What 
does he doy Let us see’ He either pulis 
down tbe old barn and builds a new one with 
a view to making and saving every pound of 
manure; or exXcavates the basement of 
the present one, grouts the bot- 
tom, puts his cattle and horse stalls above 
so thatall liquid and solid manures can be 
caught in this general receptacle. Here is 
where thigfarmisto be resuscitated. And 
here is Were the standard is to be raised 
from poverty to opulence. As soon as the 
excavation is finished and the floor made 
tight, be proceeds at the dry season to haul 
the muck from the sags and sink-holes until 
the space is nearly filled. The manure from 
the stock above is scattered and mixed as it 
falls, while the liquid portions are rapidly 
absorbed by the muck. This is carted off 
and spread at all times when the season per- 
mits and the land is in condition to receive it. 
And where a regular habit is made of haul- 
ing one load a day, and piling up ina com- 
pact heapin the different flelds where it is 
intended to be spread, it is marvelous what a 
result it produces in the course ofa year. 
There is no fear that the rains will waste 
their compost, as though ordinary barn-yard 
manure: for the affinity which dry earth has 
for the ammonial salts of the liquid portions 
and the absorption of the heavier parts of the 
manure bythe drier earth, gives full security 
for the safe retention of all that is valuable as 
plant food.

CHARLES DICKENS. 


The Great Novelist as a Journalist—His 
First Effort. 


From the London Times. 


Only a few weeks before the novelist’s 
death [ remember perfectly well hearing him 
introduce to some chance acquaintance this 
trusty ally, not as ‘*one of the eldest,’’ but as 
the oldest friend he had in the world. Mr. 
Thomas Beard, the gentleman who is here 
referred to, and who still occupies the posi- 
tion he has long held as her Majesty’s Court 
Newsman, preserves to this hour as vividly in 
his recollection, he assures me, as though 
they were but incidents of yesterday, the 
whimsical experiences he passed through in 
the old coaching days, in association with the 
then youthful and even boyish-looking, 
Charles Dickens. 
of him is that of a slight, delicate stripling, 
whose bright handsome face and 
winning aspect are fairly shad- 
owed forth, slightly idealized, it 
may be, but, for all that, truthfully in every 
line, through the daintv pencil-drawing made 
of him in profile, but a very few vears after- 
ward by Maclise. Speaking to me of Dickens 
asashorthand writer, Mr. Beard not only 
reiterates the emphatic assurance already 
given by himin six words to Mr. Forster, 
“There never was such a reporter,’’ but 
adds, in one word of still greater emphasis, 
that Dickens’ command of Gurney’s system 
was nothing less than perfect. Having 
treatedjhimself, atthe age of seventeen, to a 
half guinea copy of Gurney’s Ilandbook, 
Dickens went atit, as all through his life he 
went at everything, with awill:*and ina 
year or two thoroughly mastered its difficul- 
ties,thanks, wholly and solely, it should be 
said, to his indomitable perseverance. 

It was early in theSeptember of 1834 that 
Dickens, in company with Mr. Beard, went 
by packet round by way of Leith to Edin- 
burgh. Andin the Morning Chronicle of 
Wednesday, the 17th of September, in track- 
ing their course thither, I have been lucky 
enough to bunt up, and identify as a verita- 
ble treasure-trove, the verv first bit of de- 
scriptive reportingever penned by Charles 
Dickens and printed ina public newspaper. 
It occupies, in small type, a little less than 
halfacolumn. Writingas “Our Own Cor- 
respondent” on Saturday, the Il5th of Sep- 
tember, 1854, Dickens,in that early dispatch 
from Edinburgh, says: 

wl promenade’ took place this morning 
in St. Andrews’ square for the benetit of the 
Blind Asylum, the Deaf and Dumb Institu- 
tion, and the House of Refuge. It was a most 
respectably attended, but a lamentably dull 
affair. A marquee was erectedinthe center 
of a parched bit of ground, without atree or 
shrub to intercept the rays of a burning sun. 
Under it was a military band, and around it 
were the paren cep The band played and the 
company walked about: and when the band 
were tired, a piper plaved by way of variation, 
and then the company walked about again; 
and when the piper was tired, such of the 
visitors as could find seats sat down, and 
those who could not looked as if they wished 
they had not come; and the poor blind-school 
pupils, who occupied the warmest seats in 
the enclosure, were very hot and uncomfor- 
table, and appeared very glad tobe filed off 
from a scene in which they could take a little 
interest, and with which their pensive care- 
worn faces painfully contrasted. 

“To describe the bustle and animation and 
beauty of the city would be impossible. The 
advantages of its situation, the magniticence 
of the public buildings, and the picturesque 
appearance ofthe old town, with which so 
many historical associations and local legends 
are connected. would form materials for a 
volume at any time: but tbronged as the 
streets are now by acontinued crowd of well- 
dressed strangers and bustling visitants, they 
present an exciting and exhilarating appear- 
ance Which can hardly be imagined by those 
who have not been fortunate enough to wit- 
ness it.’’ 


CETEWAYO IN CAPTIVITY. - 


The Portly Zulu Monarch Entertains 
Visitors and Makes Jokes. 
From the London World. 

‘De oude Molen,” orthe old miil, which 
is at present the prison of the ex-Ktng of the 
Zulus, is a two-storied farm-house some four 
niles from Cape Town. The mill has di-ap- 
peared, but the house isin good repair, well 
built and with large, airy rooms. it would 
be bard to find a finer view. In the matter of 
scenery and accommodation the captive has 
little to complain of. Visitors to Cetewayo 
must be furnished with an order from the 
office of the Secretary of Native Affairs—a 
precaution very necessary to prevent annoy- 
ance to the ex-King, who is regarded by the 
crowd of passengers calling at Cape Town as 
a kind of zoological specimen. 

Among the names inscribed on the,visitors’ 
book are those of Edward and George (the 
two sons of the Prince of Wales) written in 
boyish hands. The drawing-room is cheery 
in aspect and scrupulously clean, but coldly 
furnished with half a dozen American 
kitchen chairs, on one of which sits Cetewavo 
ina blue serge suit, with a gorgeous smok- 
ing cap on his head. No description would 
perhaps hit him off as Falstaff’s ideal por- 
trait of himself: *“*A goodly portly mani’ 
faith,and a corpulent: of.a cheerful look, a 
pleasing eye, anda most noble carriage,” it 
is Cetewayo tothe life. 

Conversation is carried on through the me- 
dium ofaninterpreter, Cetewayo remarks 
that he istoo old ‘to learn English,’ but 
He liked the 


and he could see that they were of royal 
blood. He liked ‘De oude Molen,’ but what 
was the good of liking anything, he was dead 
now.” **] and Langabale,’’ remarks his ere- 
while majesty, ‘*are like two old pauws (bus- 
tards) down here’’—meaning Wards which have 
no bome—not a bad paraphrase of David’s 
ca onthe mountains.” He follow- 
ed every step of our conflict with the Boers 
through the newspapers which the inte.pre- 
ters read outto him daily, and on learning 
the death of Gen. Colley, dictated 
entirely from bis own idea-a letter of condo- 
lence to the governor of the colony. Before 
leaving **de oude Molen” the visitor vill be 
introduced to the wives,four in Aumber, 
vreat strapping women in excellent condi- 
tloe, and about as contented with their lot 
as the stalled ox, whom intellectual deyelop- 
ment they much resemble. Court dress is, 
though becoming enough, but scanty, and 
suits their fine bronzed fticures well—just a 
sergeant’s piaid of the ninety-first tartan as 
a sort of shawl, Which seems to be regarded 
as an encumbrance. They are merry, light- 
bearted creatures, who fleet the time care- 
lessly enouch in a golden ;, world of idleness 
and Kaffir beer. 

The ex-king, too, is fond of his joke, and 
the house sometimes rings with hix laughter 
at some good-natured chaff. ‘*‘Can you use 
a knobkerrie’”’ inquired one young visitor, a. 
tall fellow of some six feotthree. ‘“*Well.’’ 
said Cetewayo, “if I can’t do that I. can do 
nothing:” and picking up astick, in a few 
rapid passes he disarmed . his inquiring 
friend ; then, with a hearty: grasp 
of the hand, burst into a shout 
of laughter. Literature, the great con- 
solation of more civilized captives, is liter- 
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ally a sealed book to Cetewayo. He capaet

An Itelian Boy Recovered From a 
Padrone. 


Something About thé Traffic in Children 
and Hew It is Carried On, 


<hief Kennett to-day , telegraphed 
the Chief of Police of Indianapolis to, for- 
ward to St. Louis an Italian boy named An- 
tonio Mussi, taken from a padrone named 
Pietro Catelano a few days ago in that 
city. The boy will be brought 
here and restered to his father 
from whom he has been missing for several 
years. This restoration was made through 
the efforts of Mr. Joshua Sabini of the City 
Marshal’s office. Nicholas Mussi, the boy’s 
father, came to this city from Naples, Italy, 
eight years ago. He left his wife and boy, 
then seven years old, = at home. 
Short! after his arrival he 
wrote ack asking about’ his son’s 


bealth and progress, and received a letter 
from his wife stating that she had forwarded 
their child to its father by her own brother, 
who represented that he would bring the 
bovto America. From this time nothing 
was beard of the missing boy until a few 
months ago, when the father asked Mr. 
Sabini to ussist him in discovering his 
whereabouts. This gentleman has been lo- 
cated in St. Louis for several years, and 
through his ingenious éseapes from wilitary 
prisons during the war was nicknamed ‘“‘the 
Siippery Italian.”’ He has aided a number of 
persons in looking up their children and is 
thoroughly posted as to the ways of padrones. 

**It is rarely that one  padrone 
will give. any information concerning 
another’? said Mr. Sabinithis morning ‘‘and 
you might as weil apply to aSandwich Is- 
ander for elues as toany other than a resi- 
demt of Naples from which place all the pad- 
ronesg come.”?’ After much inquiry Mr. Sa- 
bini learned that Catelano arrived in New 
York several years ago with thirteen fillia 
or children musicians, and had 
gone to San Francisco with Antonio Mussi. 
Later he wus located at Indiaflapolis. A de- 
scription of the boy wasforwarded and cor- 
responded as well as could be expected, after 
the lapse of§ vears, with that of the young 
Italian boy taken from Naples nearly eight 
years avo. When this was dis- 
covered Chief Kennett telegraphed to 
send the boyto St. Louis. The boy is now 
fiiteen-years cf age, having spent over seven 
years roaming about the country and leading 
alife usualiv experienced bythe children 
who are »rought tothis country by padrones. 
He has searcely any remembrance of his 
parents,,. having been away from 
them for sucha lengbth of time. If the 
child’s father was able the question of Catel- 
ano’s criminality would be examiaed into 
and a crimina prosecution entered, but 
asitis the fatheris overjoyed at recovering 
his son and will cheerfully bear the expenses 
of bringing him to this city.

The Feast of St. Vincent de Paul. 

The feast of St. Vincent de Paul was cele- 
brated with appropriate ceremonies this 
morning at St. Vincent’s Church, corner of 
Decatur street and Park avenue.

While holding this latter position he turned 
bis attention towards charity and the founds- 
tion of charitable associations and developed 
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ap extraordinary activity in the establish- 


ment and management of hospitals, asylums, 
etc. Heis the founder of the order of the 
Sisters of Charity and of the L»zarists, to 
which latter confraternity the priests in 
charge of St. Vincent’s Church belong. 

He died at St. Lazare on September 27,1660. 
He i was: beatified by Pope Benedict XIII. in 
1729, and canonized asa Saint by Pope Cle- 
ment XII. in 1737. 


RIPPLE IN RAILROAD RATES. 


Scalpers Provoke a_ Lively Muss 
Which Local Agents Promptly 
Quell. 

Quite a ripple disturbed the even surface 
of Eastern passenger rates at the _ local 
offices late yesterday afternoon, 
threatening for a time to develop a storm 
which would have blown some good in the 


direction of tourists with moderate means., 


The trouble commenced about 4 


o’clock and lasted for half an 
hour. It was promptly quelled 
through the timely intervention of local pas- 
senger agents, and regular rates are quoted 
firm again at the offices of all the,.roads run- 


ning East. It seems that the 
Indianapolis and St. Louis road, in 
pursuance of asummer custom, arranged a 
series of excursions from the Illinois towns 
to Niagara Falls. One of those special trains 
was timed leave Alton at 3 
o’clock this morning by way 
of Litchfield for Niagara. The excursion 
rate was advertised at $7 50 forthe round 
trip. The regular round trip rate to 
Niagara from ‘St. Louis is $50. The 
scalpers got wind of this special excursion 
rate from Altonand made every effort to se- 
cure a full band of tickets. One of them 
announced a round: trip rate last night 
from St. Louis to Niagara for 310. The pur- 
chaser would thus pav full fare for the round 
trip to Alton, $1 50, and the remaining dollar 
would go into the pocket of the scalper. 

News of this movement reached the Van- 
dalia office about 40’clock and the passenger 
Department of that road felt that the Niagara 
special of the ]. and St. L, 
Road was intended to

Two Sisters of the St. Liborius 
School Stricken With 
Small Pox. 
pee hte ee Oe 


A Pond Which is the Breeding Ground 


of Fever and Disease.

Another case of small-pex has been dis- 
covered in North St. Louis. A few days ago 
a religeuse, teaching at St. Laborius’ School, 
was stricken down. Drs. Gregory and Wm. 
N. Brennan were summoned, and after a 
thorough examination pronounced the com- 
plaint a slight‘attack of small-pox. The sis- 
ter was removed to an upper room and quar- 
antined as effectually as could be done under 
the circumstances. Notwithstanding all pre- 
cautions another sister in the house was at- 
tacked more seriously than the first. The 
schoolis located at Twentieth and North 
Market streets, a few blocks distant from 
where a whole family was stricken down. A 


block west of the house is a pond that has for 
years been a source of annoyance tothe resi- 
dents of that portion. It has 
become a dump for all descriptions 
of offal, and from it the foulest sinel!s sweep 
into the residences on all sides, bringing the 
yerms of disease intothe homes of the citi- 
zens, Who have made every effort to have it 
tilled, and so far have had very little success. 
The pool is about one hundred feet south of 
North Market street, while the. residence of 
the Sisters of St. Liborius’ School is one block 
east. Whenthe wind kiows from the west 
the foul odors of this hole 
are blown directly into the house- The Jack- 
son Publie School is alsoin the vicinity and 
during the sessions theres the greatest dan- 
rer to the children. The Convent of the Visi- 
tation is on a !ine with this cess pool and only 
The dirt of some exe r- 
Vations now being made in that vicinity by 
citizens is dumped into this pond, which will 
filled at the expense of private 
parties, as the city has been 
so turdy intaking cognizance of the great 
danger tothe health of the neighborhood.

INTERMUNICIPOLITENESS. 


}| What the Mayor of St. Louis Said tothe 


Mayor of East St. Louis. 

There is an old story to the effect that upon 
a certain historic occasion the Governor of 
North Carolina said to the Governor of South 
Carolina that,in his opinion, an elongated 
interval was permitted to elapse between 
libations. That was not exactly what the 
Mayor of St. Louis said tothe Mayor of East 
St. Louis, but there has beena very digmified 
and intensely interesting communication be- 
tween these two awful dignitaries—a com- 
munication which almost led to serious re- 
sults and almost disrupted the peace and har- 
mony ofthe two burghs. The trouble all 
began over asick pauper who answered to 
the name of Jobn Dosdal, or who would have 
answered if anybody called him thar, although 
in the correspondence no reason is civen 
why he should be called anything John was 
picked up on the streets, suffering from an 
acute attack of pretty nearly everything on 
the back of the death certificates and brought 
before Health Commissioner Francis, who 
talked to him in English while Jobn answered 
in German. Francis gathered that Dosdal 
lived in East St. Louis and wanted to go 
home, and accordingly be was sent down to 
the river and his hat chalked on the ferry- 
beat. As soon as he landed on the other side 
he was picked up by those astute East St. 
Louis policemen and run in, while the Charity 
Commissioner, Mr. Noton, was notified that 
Francis was trying to play it on him again. 
Noten chalked Dosdal’s hat fora return trip 
to St. Louis, putting that  inter- 
esting invalid under the im- 
pression that a Fresh Air Mission 
was being organized for nim, and then Mr. 
Noton sat down and wrote a letter tothe 


Mayor of St. Louis. He called his attention 
to the fact that he had caught him at it again, 
and held up conspicuously the fact that when 
ajstranger fellillin East St.Louis he was taken 
care of. They did not try to ship him off upon 
a neighbor. He presented his compliments 
and the sick man te the Mayor, and closed by 
giving him to understang that wheneyer the 
St.Clair metropolis wanted any sick people 
from this side she would send somebody over 
in‘a van to pick out the kind of diseases they 
were shorton. Mr. Noton also labored with 
the Mayor onthe inhumanity of exposing a 
sick man inthe way which bad been followed 
in this case. 

This epistle caused a commotion at 

City Hall. Mr. G. W. Parker. 
who is at present in charge of the Municipal- 
ity, playing Bill’s hand as it were, had the 
case examined. Some ofthe viziers advised 
the employment of a German expert to find 
out where the man really did live, whereupon 
it was discovered that he had been for five 
years past a citizen of East St. Louis. A copy 
of Commissioner Noton’s cheeky letter was 
made out and sent to the Mayor of East 
St. Louis, accompanied by a letter stating the 
facts of Dosdal’s citizenship, and remarking, 
for the benetit of all whom it might concern, 
thatit would accrue totbe good of Eust &t. 
Louis ifthe Charity Commissioner of that 
city would investigate a case before acting 
upon it. The St. Clair people were notified 
that, in the interest of humanity, the man bad 
heen sent to the hospital], where he was lying 
sick, almost to death. 

The Mayor of East St. Louis then took up 
his pen and wrote to the Mayor of St. Louis 
that he had not believed Commissioner No- 
ton capable of making such a complicated 
wooden head of himself, and assuring our 
Mayor that if he bad known that Noton was 
going to makesuch an exhibition of himself 
he would have tried to suppress it. dle went 
on explaining that Noton was not his minion 
but the creature of the County Court. He 
then went on to clothe himself in sackcloth 
and ashes by admitting that he knew that for 
every one St. Louis pauper cared for in East 
St. Louis this city cared for five of theirs. 
Of course this — the matter all straight 
upon the record,althéugh tnere are five or six 
other letters written out of tne pure force of 
mayoral inertia, which once started can
